Per{waiicn. But in requit..l of ail ther go »d Offices he hath rewarded them with Froyns and 
Scorn, with Impriſcument of their Biibops wich the violent Invaiion of the Rights of their 
Colleges, with the Diſcountenance 0: thi Prions, and with Threats of greater Miſchiefs. 
And iince his Exile he is grow! more ficrce and unreconciieablg-to the Members of our Church, 
tho never {o lincere to his Cauſe : Witn<(s the unhappy Fates of Sir James 4ſontgomery, Madam 
Aſbron. and many more, whoſe Loſs of Eſtates and Country for h1: lake, could nor perſwade this 
bigotted Prince to ſhew them the leaſt Favour, or to admit them to his Service without a pub- 
lick Abjuration of their God and Religion. Never any Romilh or Heathen Perſecutor was ever 
more reſolved todeltroy our Church, and the lincere Profellors of it. Never any bore a greater 
Antipathy, and was more \ iolent againſt us, than is the late King James 3 and does our former 
Obligations to him as Subjects bind vs to caſt away our ſelves and the whole Nation to his merci- 
leſs Fury, ard oblige us to a conſtaiit Ailegiance to ſuch an one, to an open Enemy ? Whar 
Methods have other Nations taken in ſu-ha caſc? When Sigs/murd King of Sweden, a Papiſt 
Prince, ſuccceded to the Crown, he ſwore to maintain the Laws and Religion of the Country ; 
but when he began to impcſe and bring in the Romiſh Superſtitions, the States of the Realm ba- 
niſhed him, and choſe in his ſtead Duke Charles his Coviin, the Father of Guftavw Adolphus, 
who warred againſt him nd the Poles his Subjects. and never would admit him again. The 
French Nation would reve: receive Henry 4. as their lawful King, but were reſolved toelet ano- 
ther, until their Laws and Religion were ſecured from a Change by an Abjuration of that Prince?s 
tormer Profeſſion, and a patlick Compliance with that which was generally profeſſed in the 
Country. The whole Kingdom, and all Men in it, are concerned by the Laws of God and Nature 
in the Preſervation of thce:aſelves trom Ruine and Deſtruction. And Government was not in- 
tended for the Advant:*Je only of the Prince, and to gratify his Luſt and Pleaſure, but tor the Be. 
nefit of the whole Society that are to look to themſelves when a Prince deſigns to betray them 
tothe Power and Tyranny of theic Enemies, no Man by any Obligations of former Loyalry and 
Allegiance being bound to deſtroy himſelf, much leſs the Body of a Kingdom. And there is a 
greater Duty that we owe tC the publick Community that we belong to, than to any particular 
Member, thothe Head. And all our natural Obligations to a Prince, tho confirmed by Oaths, 
are always in reference to the Good, Peace, Happineſs and Proſperity of the Body Politick. 
uato which the Prince himſelf ovght, as div:rs have done in former Apes, to ſacrifice himſelf and 
Fortune. : :

I cannot in fo ſhort »"Comyrts examine what Alle» 
giance is due tothe Kings of England; how much we are baund in Duty to fuch a King who hath 
forſaken us, and joired bimſclt rovur Enemies , what Vower is in our Parliaments to require a 
new Oath of Allegiance? Whether it may nc: be as lawtiul tor the Chicftains of our Fo'irick 
Budy to alienate our Allegiance frem him who hath .Al.cn.tcd all Duty and Kindnel> trort vs, 
and whoſe Religion forbids him to keep any Faith with us Bereticks, bur binds him ro dcſtroy 
us with Fire and Sword. I know ſome will ſay, that Mea by Religion dow forfeit their natural 
Rights ; and that K. f. was thereby intituled to cur Allegiance, and had a natural Right ro go- 
vern us. Grant this, and a great deal more ; but now that he ceaſcth to govern and protett us, 
and inſtead of being our King, he is become a deſperate Enemy 3 ſhall our former Allegiance to 
him hinder us from ſceking to be ſheltered by another ? The Self-Preſervation of a Kingdom is 
2 natural Law that puts a great Ditterence between the Rights of a private Man and that of a 
publick Perſon, who Right to our Allegiance is not to be allowed to overthrow and ruine a 
whole Kingdom.

The Reſtoration of King Fames in the Eyes of the ſober Part of the Nation, is look'd upon as 
one of the greateſt Miſchiefs that can befal us, and our Chriſtian World, in this junfture of AG 
fairs, and muſt needs be followed either by an univerſal Apoſtacy from the Reformed Religion, 
together with the Loſs of the Liberties of Europe, or an univerſal Perſecution and Opprellion of 
all honeſt and good Men, who will be forced to yield to the Pleaſureof the French Tyrant, and 
the Romiſh Cruelty. It is a Folly to think otherwiſe of the ConjunQion of the Forces of theſe 
three Kingdoms with the Puwer of Frame. Belides, it hath been long ago reſolved by K. Z. and 
K. 7. todrive on this wicked Deſign together. When K. F. withdrew to Bruſſels in his Bro« 
ther's time, he paſſed from thence to Pars incognito, and was 2dmitted to a long Conſultation 
and ſecret Council, where the haſtenipg of the Death of K.C. was reſolved, who was a Bar to 
their baſe Purpoſes : and immediately followed the violent Perſecution of the French Proteſtants. 
And the Jeſvits were ſo confident of Succeſs, that they publiſh:d to the World, that within 20 
Years not one would be found in Emrope to own the Proteſtant Name. Some Years before a 
Notleman of Provence, of the Reformed Religion, who had been ſucce£sful in Oliver's rime inan 
Embally for the Proteſtants, (his Name was Monſieur Roxx, or the Marquiſs de Marfills) came 
over to K.C. todeſire his Mediation with the French King, and perſwade him to be more fa- 
vourable to the Hugonot FRory: He applied himſelf to the then D. 0: T. who under the Diſ- 
guiſe of a Church-of- England-man received the Sacrament with his Brother at Whitehal, He 
promiſed him all Favour, Protection, and Kindneſs, but inſtead of that betrayed the poor Man 
and his Errand to Colbert the French Embaſſador, who was placed behind the Hangings in the 
Duke's Chamber, with others, to hear the Complaints of the Fre :ch Churches, which were ſo 
far from making any Impreſſion upon the Court of England, that this thgir Envoy being here 
threatned to be killed, his Eſtate confiſcated to the French King, he retr-«ted towards Swirzer- 
land, and in the Dukedom of Burgundy was violently taken by the French King's Appointment, 
carried to Paris, and there broken upon the Wheel by the Procurement of the late King, then 
Dukeof York. Pray open your Eyes, ye blind and bewitched Adorers of K. 5. fo zealous for his 
Reſtoration; and ſee by this Man's Fate what we may reaſonably expe&t from*X. James's Faith 
and Kindneſs. And do ye judg this to be your Duty, and juſtifiable, to reſtore him to that 
Power which he hath already abuſed, and ſtained with innocent Blood more thaw ynce, and will 
infallibly abuſe it again, to your Deſtruftion, and the DeſruQtion of our R<eYion ard King- 
dom ?
